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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a disk drive with a base, a spindle motor, 
a head stack assembly having an actuator body, a coil portion, an actuator arm, a flex 
circuit with an electrical connector end, a flex bracket for clamping the electrical 
connector to the base, the flex bracket having first and second spaced apart ends, and 
upper and lower voice coil motor plates secured to the base, one of the voice coil motor 
plates having an integrally formed elongated protrusion extending from the voice coil 
motor plate for securing the flex bracket to the base, the protrusion extending from the 
first end to proximate the second end of the bracket, where the flex bracket is secured 
to the base without any fastener.
